ELEMENT

ALL SUPERVISORIAL DISTRICTS

3 VOTES

IT IS RECOMMENDED THAT YOUR BOARD AFTER THE PUBLIC HEARING:

1. Adopt the enclosed Resolution (Enclosure A) approving Amendment No. 2
(Enclosure B) to the Los Angeles County Nondisposal Facility Element
(NDFE), to add the Athens Services Materials Recovery Facility/Transfer
Station to the NDFE (Enclosure C).

2. Instruct the Interim Director of Public Works to transmit a copy of
Amendment No. 2 to the NDFE to all cities in the County of Los Angeles
within 30 days.

3. Instruct the Interim Director of Public Works to submit Amendment No. 2

to the NDFE to the California Integrated Waste Management Board for
approval.
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PURPOSE/JUSTIFICATION OF RECOMMENDED ACTION

The California Integrated Waste Management Act of 1989 (Section 40000, et. seq., of
the California Public Resources Code), as amended, requires the County, for its
unincorporated areas, to prepare and adopt an NDFE which becomes part of the overall
Countywide Integrated Waste Management Plan.

The NDFE must identify all existin g, proposed new, and proposed expansions of
existing nondisposal facilities which may be used or may be needed in conjunction with
waste diversion activities identified in the County's Source Reduction and Recycling
Element. Section 40151 of the Public Resources Code defines a nondisposal facility as
any solid waste facility required to obtain a State Solid Waste Facility Permit, except a
disposal facility or a transformation facility. The County's NDFE was adopted by your
Board on April 7, 1994. The NDFE was subsequently approved by the California
Integrated Waste Management Board on September 21, 1994. Amendment No. 1 to
the NDFE was adopted by your Board in July 2002 to incorporate the Santa Clarita
Composting Facility into the County NDFE.

Amendment No. 2 to the NDFE incorporates the existing Athens Services Materials
Recovery Facility/Transfer Station into the NDFE (Table A7 to Attachment A of the
NDFE). The facility is permitted to receive up to 1,920 tons of solid waste per day and it
currently achieves a diversion rate of approximately 19 percent.

By recovering recyclable materials, the Athens Services Materials Recovery Facility/
Transfer Station assists jurisdictions in the County of Los Angeles, including the
unincorporated areas, in achieving the waste diversion mandates of the Act as well as
reducing the need for landfilling and incineration.

The operator of the subject facility is currently proposing an expansion of the facility and
an increase in its daily tonnage limit from 1,920 tons to 8,500 tons. Conditional Use
Permit Case No. 97-060-(1) for the proposed expansion is under review by the
Los Angeles County Regional Planning Commission. The proposed expansion is not
included in Amendment No. 2 to the NDFE. This amendment is not an endorsement of
the e xpansion request under review by the Planning Commission.

Implementation of Strategic Plan Goals

This action is consistent with the Strategic Plan Goal of Service Excellence since it will
provide for the recovery of recyclable materials from the unincorporated areas of the
County of Los Angeles and nearby cities while assisting the County and the cities in
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meeting the waste diversion mandates of State law and reducing the need for landfilling
and incineration.

FISCAL IMPACT/FINANCING

There will be no impact to the County General Fund.

FACTS AND PROVISIONS/LEGAL REQUIREMENTS

A public hearing to consider an NDFE amendment is required by Title 14 of the
California Code of Regulations (CCR), Section 18766. Section 18766 also requires that
notice of the hearing be published in a newspaper of general circulation at least three
days in advance of the scheduled hearing date. Adoption of a resolution is required by
Section 18766 to amend the NDFE. The enclosed Notice of Hearing (Enclosure D) and
Resolution (Enclosure A) relating to this matter have been reviewed and approved as to
form by County Counsel.

An NDFE amendment must be submitted to the local task force for review and comment
at least 90 days prior to the public hearing, pursuant to Title 14, CCR Section 18765(b).
The Los Angeles County Solid Waste Management Committee/Integrated Waste
Management Task Force reviewed and approved the enclosed Amendment No. 2 to the
NDFE at its meeting of February 19, 2004.

ENVIRONMENTAL DOCUMENTATION

As provided by Section 41735(a) of the Public Resources Code, the amendment to the
NDFE is not subject to environmental review under the California Environmental Quality
Act.

IMPACT ON CURRENT SERVICES (OR PROJECTS)

The incorporation of additional nondisposal facilities into the NDFE and their operation
assist jurisdictions in the County of Los Angeles, including the unincorporated areas, in
achieving the waste diversion mandates of the Act. Failure to comply with the Act may
subject a city or county with penalties up to $10,000 per day.

WHEREAS, the California Integrated Waste Management Act of 1989 ("Act"), as
amended, requires that each city and county in California adopt a Nondisposal Facility
Element which becomes a part of the Countywide Integrated Waste Management Plan;
and

WHEREAS, the Los Angeles County Nondisposal Facility Element was adopted
by the Board of Supervisors on April 7, 1994, and amended by the Board of Supervisors
on July 23, 2002; and

WHEREAS, by recovering recyclable materials, the Athens Services Materials
Recovery Facility/Transfer Station reduces the need for landfilling and incineration of
solid waste and assists the unincorporated areas and other jurisdictions in the County of
Los Angeles in achieving the waste diversion mandates of the Act; and

WHEREAS, Amendment No. 2 to the Nondisposal Facility Element has been
prepared to add the Athens Services Materials Recovery Facility/Transfer Station to the
Element at its currently permitted capacity of 1,920 tons per day of solid waste; and

WHEREAS, Amendment No. 2 to the Nondisposal Facility Element was
submitted to the Los Angeles County Solid Waste Management Committee/Integrated
Waste Management Task Force for review and comment and said task force approved
the proposed amendment on February 19, 2004, as required by Title 14, California
Code of Regulations, Section 18766; and

WHEREAS, on , 2004, the Board of Supervisors held a duly advertised
public hearing on Amendment No.2 to the Nondisposal Facility Element, and the
opportunity was given to all persons present to speak; and

WHEREAS, pursuant to Section 41735(a) of the California Public Resources
Code, Amendment No. 2 to the Nondisposal Facility Element is not subject to
environmental review under the California Environmental Quality Act;

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the Board of Supervisors of the
County of Los Angeles has reviewed and hereby adopts Amendment No. 2, dated
September 2004, to the Los Angeles County Nondisposal Facility Element of the
Countywide Integrated Waste Management Plan, to add Table A-7 to Attachment A of
the Nondisposal Facility Element.
